IN AN ARSENIC, MINE. 

By Observing Ordinary Caution the Miners 
Are No 
Many points of interest are brought out 
{na dosoription in a technical journal of 
the way in which aracnio in obtained from 
one of the most famous mines in England, 
the Devon Great Consula, The mine was 
originally worked for copper alone, and 
would have been abandoned but for the 
discovery that the waste thrown out as 


worthloss when copper was sought prov: 
ed rich in arsenic, Although copper ia 
still raised, it ia in small quantities, and 
tho mine has been resolved into an arsenic 
works. The arsenioal pyrites consist of 
25 to 30 per cent. of iron, 124 to 14 per 
cont, of arsenic, and the rest of earthy mat 
ter. After being crushed this is sorted by 
girls of from 12 to 16 years of age. It is thon 
washed and "‘ jigged,” orsifted, and passed 
on to the firat caloiner, where it is burned 
with low-class coal, and produces ‘* arsenic 
soot’ —that is arsenic so mixed with smoke 
from the coal as to be of w gray color, 

The arsenic and soot, deposited in com 
bination in the chimney or condenser, are 
scraped Gut and taken to the second cal- 
ciner for purification, The calsiners con- 
sist of revolving iron drums, through which 
a fire of anthracite coal is carried on rotat- 
ing iron furnaces kept red hot, As the 
arsenical soot is subjected to the influence 
of this heat the arsenic is sublimed and 
condensed. This operation has to be care 
fully watched and if the workmen burn the 
arsenic badly they have to pay for it. 

The arsonic is liable to produce sores if 
permitted to lodge in wrinkles and folds 
of the flesh, or about the mouth and nos: 
tril. As arule, however, this happens 
when there is carelessness, as to personal 
cleanliness, und the arsenic workers simply 
have to wash themselves thoroughly every

The greatest danger to which the work- 
men are exposed is met when it is necea- 
sary for any purpose to enter the upright 
shaft. The effect on the eyes is most pain- 
ful, and a further curious evidence of the 
virulence of the pervading atmosphere bs- 
comes manifest. The men wear linen g 
ments, lined with flannel, and the sulphuric 
acid fumes completely destroy the linen in 
afew moments, leaving the flannel intact,

An Unreliable Day. 

It would be impossible to put the case 
against long terms of imprisonment more 
clearly than it was put by Mr, Justice Day 
at [pswich (Eng.) Assizes last week. Ad- 
dressing & group of three prisoners, his 
Lordship said :—"I have an opinion, upon 
which I should like to act more freely than 
Tam able %o do, that long detention in 
prison is in itselfa mischievous thing for 
4 man, and particularly for young men: It 
is not desirable that young, healthy, and 
active men ag you are should be sent to long 
terms of imprisonment—losing your man- 
hood in prison, your habits of self-reliance 
in prison, provided for in prison, taken care 
of in prison— but that you should be turned 
out as quickly as possible to earn your own 
livelihooda by your own exertions, It in 
better for your minds and for your bodies, 
and more likely to make you useful mem.

One of the leading crops of the island ot 
Formosa is the oil bean, ‘T'wo kinds are 
cultivated, both being related to the soja 
bean, ‘Toextract the oil the beans are first 
crushed under a great stone wheel ten feet 
in diameter, which is drawn around by 
mulea in a concentric channel containing 
the beans. The crushed beans are made 
into acake with straw, and the oil is ex- 
pressed by very primitive appliances, After 
the oil is extracted, the cakes are taken 
from the press, the metal bands and straw 
casings removed, and, after being left to dry 
for awhile, they are shipped away for 
manure, 

The beet industry is one of the moat 
important branches of agriculture and 
manufacture in Ruasia, and beet sugar not 
only supplics the whole waats of the Rus- 
sian Empire, but is exported in very con- 
siderable quantities to Austria, Germany 
and other countries, The United States 
consul general at St, Petersburg saya that 
the cultivation of beets took its rise in 
Russia at the beginning of the present 
century simultaneously with its introduction 
into Western Europe. The Government 
from the firat has taken an éxceedingly 
active interest in this industry, and it has 
been strongly supported by the several 
agricultural and economic societies of the 


empire. 

Mhsiaanual report of the British Board 
of Agriculture shows the area in Great 
Britain under all forms of crops, bare, 
fallow and grass, to be 32,644,000 acres, but 
beyond that are 12,300,000 acres in moun- 
tain and heath used for grazing, 2,695,000 
uocres of woodland, andl 13,000 acrea of 
nurseries, Of the entire cultivated area 
85.7 per cent, is farmed by tenants, leaving 
14.3 per cent, in the occupation of th 
owners.

Sauce for the Padding.—Ono-half pint 
of water heated to the boiling point. 
Thicken with flour to the consistency of a 
good gravy. Season with a good teaspoon 
of butter and flavoring preferred, such as 
lemon, vanilla, nutmeg. eto. 

Suet Pudding.—One cup of suet, chop- 
ped fine, one-half cup sugar, one-half cup 
of molasses, one cup of rasins, three cups 
of four, one tenspoon of soda, ono-half 
teaspoon of salt; milk enough for a stiff 
batter. Steam one hour and a half. 
Buckwheat Cakes,—The old-fashioned 
cakes our grandmother made were the 
best. Following is the receipe: To one 
quart of warm water add a yeast cake and 
4 good heaping teaspoon of salt, Stir in 
buckwheat flour until yon have a stiff bat- 
ter, Setat night and keep iu a warm 
place. In the morning add a teaspoon of 
soda; bake qnick and serve hot, 
Buttermilk Cake.—Two cups of sugar,

Co, and its employes. Tho Pullman boy- 
cott and the union of twenty-seven railroad 
managers in a defensive allianco against 
what until now appeared to be a mushroom 
organization, marka the beginning of a 
new era, both politically and financially,

Every morning and evening paper in 
Chicago printed in the English language, 
together with all the job printing houses of 
the olty, was reported at the meeting of 
District 16 of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, held yesterday.

O'BRIEN’S AMENDMENT

Sir Richard Cartwright Cinims the Treaty 
in More Wavorable to France—Tur-

Orrawa, July 11.—Hon, Geo, F 
Ministor of Finance, moved in the Tartan, 
of Commons yesterday tho second reading 
of the bill to ratify thie French treaty. Ho 
supported it in a very short spoech, 

Sir Richard Cartwright did not very 
strongly oppose the treaty, bnt held that 
it wasallin favor of France and a 
Canada, He showed 
tionists and the wino growers were opposed 
to the treaty, and that it would reduce the 
revenue when Canada could {ll afford to 
lose it. 

Mr. O'Brion, Conservative, moved in 
amendment: “While this House is willing 
at all times to sanction any treaty at which 
on fairand equitable terms will add to 
Canadian trade, itis unable to nssent to 
tho treaty that has heon made with France 
on the ground that it will not prove reci- 

rocal in ita results, in that it gives to 

rance greater advantages than Canada 
receives, boing unfair and unequal, inas- 
Touch as, according to one of its terms, 
France is entitled to tho benefit of all com- 
mercial advantages which Canada may 
hereafter give to any other foreign conn- 
try, and not merely in tarif€ matters, while 
Canadn is only to participate in any re- 
duotion of duty granted any other power 
in any of the articles» enumerated in the 
ie It is furthers unequal and unfair 
in this, that while any increase in the 
duties on the class of wines, which under 
it France is to have advantages in respect 
of entitles France to denounce the treaty. 
Cannda is not placed in the minimum 
tariff which is to be enforced so far as 
Canadian products mentioned thorein are 
concerned, and in the opinion of this 
Honse is unfair and unjust to the great 
mass of consumers that duties should be 
lowered as, by the treaty, they are to be 
on artioles of luxury while high duties are 
to be maintained on many of the necessar- 
ios of life and this, too, at a time when, 
owing to the falling revenue, the duty can 
ill be spared,” 

The debate is likely to last some time, 
but the treaty will in the end be carried. 

The Turcotte Charges. 

At a meeting of the Committee of Privi- 
leges and Elections, Mr, Edgat made a 
long speech in reference to his amendment 
to Col. Amyot's motion exonerating A. J. 
Turcotte from participation in the Larose 
and Provost contract, This amendment 
declared that Turcotte had been guilty of 
abreach of the privileges of Parliament, 
Mr. Edgar wished to know why he (Tur- 
cotte) had not come to testify, 

Hon. J. A. Ouimet said he was not com- 
pelled to, 

Mr. Dickey thonght it anjust that Tur- 
cotte should be tried twice on the same 
charges. He thought the committee should 
take no further action in tke present case 
aud moved an amendment to that effect, 
It could be dealt with next session. Mr. 
Edgar thought if Turcotto had ostablished 
his innocence it was unjust to him to hold 
acharge over him. If he was guilty, Par- 
liament and not a provincial court should 
punish him, 

Mr. McCarthy said the committee in the 
execution of his instructions should report 
to Parliament, In his opinion there waa 
no doubt as to Turcotte’a having had to do 
with the contracts for the supply of goods 
to Quebec citadel, 

Hon. David Mills claimed that it would 
be unjust both to Turcotte and his country 
to deny him a verdict, If a majority 
thought him guilty he should be pronoune- 
ed 80, 

Sir John Thompson held that Turcotte’s 
complicity had not been proved. 

On a vote being taken Dickey’s amend- 
ment was voted down by 6 to 18, Edgar's 
amendment was then voted upon, the voto 
being yeas 8, nays 16, 

Amyot’s motion exonerating Turcotte 
was thon carried by 16 to 8.

The Thousand Islands. 

Since July 2, the date at which Hon. Mr, 
Daly, Minister of tho Interior, commonced 
to disposo of the *‘Thonsand Islands, ovor 
200 applications have been received, The 
rule of tho Governmont was that if only 
one application was received for any 
Island the island should be allowed to go 
at the npset price, but that if two or more 
Sprlcatlonn wore roceived, the applicants 
should be aaked for tendora, In the major- 
Ity of the cases there were moro than one 
application, and the islands ooncorned 
bavo not been allotted yet, but a consider- 
able number of islands for which only 
single applications were in have been sold, 
ond it may be said fairly that tho pick of 
the islands are already gono and all the 
balance of tho really desirable ones will 
speedily be allotted, The majority of the 
purchasers ore said to bé other Americans 
or residents of Gananoque, tho latter of 
whom have purdhased partly for residence 
but mostly for speculation.

Tuberculosis. 

In a recent bulletin, Prof, Low of Cornell 
college experiment station, gives the meas- 
urea to be taken by farmers in extirpating 
tuberculosis from their herds and keeping 
the cattle free fro:n the disease « 

Board up the partition of the atalls at 
the front so that no two cows can feed 
from the same manger nor lick each other. 
Koep each suspected animal strictly in its 
own stall and manger. Do -not let any 
such animal use a drinking trough or 
bucket in common with other animals. 
Ayoid o!d milch cows and unthrifty ones, 
or keep them secluded from the rest of the 
herd, A weakness of constitution and a 
susceptibility to tuberculosis is indicated by 
a head which is narrow between the horns, 
by sunken eyes; deep temporal cavity 
back of the eyes; thin, narrow ewe neck ; 
small chest, which lacks both inbreadth and 
depth ; hollow flank and tendency to pot- 
bel ly ; # general lack of muscle so that the 
limba seem loosely ottached to the body, 
and lighter shades of brown and yellow in 
parti-colored breeds. If, however, such 
animale are of high value for the dairy, and 
ean be kept free from tuberculosis, they 
need not be rejected. The finest confor- 
mations of the darker colored beef breeds 
furnish no protection in the presence of 
this microbe, Purchases shoud not be 
made from o herd in which tuberculosis 
has appeared, or in which cattle have died 
within a year or two, without first resort- 
ing to the tuberculin test. 

fuse a cow with a husky or rattling 
cough, wheezing, hurried breathing, 
discharge from nose, fetid breath, hard 
bunches under the skin, diseased udder, 
swollen bones or joints, unthriftiness or a 
tendency to scour or bloat. Do nut purchase 
from city, suburban or swill stables, All 
uewor suspected cattle should be tested 
with tuberculin by a practitioner thoroughe 
ly acquainted with cattle and their diseases, 
the test to be repeated in four weeks if not 
satisfactory. Itis well, also, to test the 
swine, goats, sheep, horses, rabbits, cats, 
dogs and fowls on suspected farms. Kill 
all tuberculous animals, and boil, burn 
diszolve in acid, or bury deeply ina place 
to which noanimals have access, Thorough- 
ly disinfect the premises, also all products 


about them. Allow noconsumpcive 

to attend cattle or other live nto Metts 
prepare their food, Such vermin as .ats 
mice and sparrows should be oxterminated 
when infesting a building which has at the 
same tme harbored tuberculous animals,

over, determined ten ye 
the Chinese fleet respectable, even if not 
formidable, and he also decided to put an 
end to the farcical gun practico and drill 
which was carried on at tho difforent forts 
and arsenals, Ho secured the best foreign 
drillmastera to be procured, choosing them 
impartially from English and German 
officers, and the result has been a very 
great improvement on the whole service, 

The Chin avy ia now respectable, 
The large vessels are the beat which money 
could buy in Europe, while the smaller 
vessels, like gunboats, torpedo cruisers, 
and despatch boats, have been made at the 
Foochow arsenal, largely by Chinese who 
received their training from British and 
Gornian experts, The moment the native 
workmen could be trusted to work under 
Chinese overseers the, foreigners were dis. 
charged, for the Chinese are extremely 
sensitive, and they disliked to have any 
one who would report the progress they 
were making. 

Under careful training the Chinese have 
proved far better sailors than Buy foreigner 
ever imagined would be possible, They 
have also developed unexpected skill in the 
handling of guns, The mancuvres this 
year at Talienwan were said to be ver! 
satisfactory. The old Viceroy is a harsh 
critic as he has paid great attcntion to the 
work done on the best foreign ships, and is, 
therefore, exacting in hisdemands. He was 
greatly pleased with the skill with which 
the ships were handled and at the efficiency 
of the gunners. The artillery practice at 
Werhai was especially commended for its 
accuracy, and foreign experts who also 
witnessed it declared that the next Euro- 

an nation which gets into a war with 

hina will not find the Celestial gunners 
shooting wild. The men handled their 
pieces like veterans, and the ranging and 
sighting were done as well as the average 
preceiee of this kind in European batteries. 

he battalion drill of the blue jackets was 
also praised. The torpedo establishmenta 
here and at Port Arthur were inspected 
with great care and were found to be in 
good condition, 

Under the old regime an inspection of 
this kind was a mere tarce which . was re- 
garded by the high official assigned to it 
as a pretext tor afine junket. Every petty 
official was bound to serve the best food 
and wine that he could secure, and the in- 
spection thus degenerated into a round of 
testivities. Unless some flagrant accident 
occurred the reports were always compli- 
mentary, though foreign experts who wit- 
nessed the manceuvres told queer stories of 
the utter lack of skill and discipline shown 
by the Chinese crews of gunboats and the 
native mariners who were supposed to 
guard the forts and arsenals, The war 
with Krance over Tonquin, however, was 
an eye-openei for the Viceroy Li and ever 
since he hasbeen unsnaring in pains and 
expense to make the Chinese navy effective 
and to build up the army, It has been up- 
hill work, because the discipline and eflici- 
ency are not natural to the Celestial. Only 
aman of Viceroy Li’s great energy and 
indomitable will could have made headway 
against the apathy and corruption which 
existed on every hand, With his unlimited 
power—for he is the real governing head of 
China—he soon made the lazy and con- 
sciousless mandarins understand that they 
must turn over a new leaf, The first of his 
triennial inspections ot the posts of the 
Gulf of Pee-choe-lee was a farce but each 
succeeding inspection has shown a marked 
improvement that promises well for the 
future of China’s defences,

The greatest alarm is said to have 
caused throughout the SEnEarialt niaes 
and in cfficial Russian circles generally b: 
these discoveries and up to the present all 
the resources of the Rtinetae weoret and 
public police have proved utterly useleus 
either to discover how the document or the 
skull were introduced into the palace,much 
lens to find any olde to the persons connect: 
ed with this attempt to alarm the Czar. 
General Tschereyin, who was in charge 
of the imperial palace and who was Sarthe: 
ible for the safety of the Czar, has mnce 
been dismissed from his poat. On June 8 
Inat 4 ukase was issued appointing General 
Tacherevin a special officer for the protec: 
tion of the Imperial family, It was s 
then that Generals Thierevin and Woron- 
zoft wore practically doing what they pleas. 
ed with the Empire and startling rumors

A London despatch says:—Handbills 
were distributed the other night through- 
out the working. class residence district 
calling * for a mass meeting to be held on 
Sunday afternoon, under the auspices of 
the Social Democratic Federation, to con- 
sider the remarkable case of John Stacey, 
a Waterloo veteran, which has just been 
brought to the attention of the public. 
Stacey, & Waterloo veteran, who is 96 years 
of age, recently walked from Mexborough 
in Yorkshire to London and returned, a to- 
tal diatanve of over 300 miles, for the purpose 
of interviewing the war office authorities 
and begging for an increase in his pension, 
which for nearly a quarter of a century 
has amonnted to 25 cents per day, Accord- 
ing to the official documents he was drafted 
into military service in 1816, and when 
eighteen years of age he was sent to join 
the German legion, which was specially 
assigned to prevent Napoleon's escape into 
Germany. He afterwards joined the army 
aga regular soldier, and took part in num- 
erous engagements under Lord Gough, Sir 
Henry Outram, Sir Henry Havelock and 
other noted generals, He rose to the rank 
of sergeant, and was one of the Queen's 
escort on the day of her marriage. In 1860, 
at the age of 63, he was discharged on pen- 
sion of tenpence per day. On his recent 
visit he was advised that his request would 
be filed for consideration, Since his return 
home, however, he has been advised that 
the war office finds it impossible to accede 
to his representations, The object of Sun- 
day's meeting is to initiate a fund to save 
the old veteran from ending his days in 
& poor house, 


How to Tell Good Oats. 
Good oats are clean, hard, dry, sweet, 
heavy, plump, full of flour, rather like shot 
and have a clean and almost metallic lustre, 
Kach oat ib a well-grown sample should be 
nearly of the same size, and there should 
be a few smallor impertect grains, Then 
again, the hard pressure on an oat should 
leave little or nomark, and the kernel, 
when pressed between the teeth, should 


leave little or no mark, ‘Lhe skin should 
be thin, for it will be found that the size of 
he kernel will be less in proportion than 
when the skin is thick, The color of the 
ont ia not very material, but white oats are 
generally thinner in the skin than black 
Again, black oats grow on inferior soils. 
Short, plump oats are preferable to large 
long graing. In all bearded oats there is an 
excess of husk, but oats aro not necessarily 
bad because they are thick-skinned and 
bearded, They must, however, contains leas 
amount of Hourper bushel than thin skinned 
oats without beards and so are worth loss 
money.

INHUMAN PARENTS.

A Bay City, Mich., despatch saya:—It in 


ren's Lives

stated here that parents in this city have 


insured the lives of their chidlren for pal: 
try sums in so-called industrial insurance 


concerns and then exposed the little ones 


wiltully to the torrors of contagious and 
fatal disenaes. For some time past a life 
fasurance company of New York has been 
operating here, and has written hundreds 
of rivks on the lives of children ranging 
from one and two years to fifteen years old. 
The payments required were small, five and 
ton cents a week covering the premiums, 
and for uhis the paréuts inthe event of the 
death of the children received from $15 to 
$150. ‘The chief officer of the city sanitary 
department has been at work on the cases, 
and hus found four cases where children 
Were permitted to die during thé past four! 
months for no cause except to collect the 
Insurance, 

One case occurred the past week where 
the parents got $100 for the death of a 
fourteen year old girl. Tho attendin, 
physicinn says there was not the slightest 
danger of death if the child had been attend- 
ed to, but he was not called until she had 
been sick several days, and then the paronts 
refused to get the medicine ordered, The 
case was reported to the police, and to their 
amazement the parents brazenly announced 
she was insured, They had told the neigh- 
bors that she was going to die, Whe other | 
cases Were similar, and it is even known in 
one case that the child was ox 
diphtheria by the parents, and the police 
allege it was for the direct purpose of caus- 
ing its death to secure the insurance, 

So far the investigations made have re- 
vealed four cases in which 
that children were wilfully neglected after 
having been insured., But there are over a- 
dozen others which are suspected of a 
similar course. In report on the matter 
the chief sanitary officer saya: 

“Tn several cases of diphtheria which 
have come to my notice I have discovered 
the most shameful neglect on the part of 
the parents of the patients, On inquiry in 
these cases I have found that the ie of 
the children have been insured in a com- 
pany which makes a specialty of this bua- 
iness, and I ai forced to the belief that 
they were neglected and that innocent- 
lives were sacrificed to an insatiable greed 
tor gain.” 

He adds that to this cause may be as- 
cribed to a considerable extent the failure 
of the board of health to stamp out the 
spread of diphtheria, which threatened to 
become epidemic here a few months ago. 
‘The cases reported haveall been among the 
poor, and one family was being supphed 
with food by the authorities and still man 
aged to keep up its assessments to the-in 
surance company. The cases are such that 
the law cannot reach them, While there isa 
moral certainty of guilt, the lack of direct 
proof is such that if there were a law to 
cover the matter the yuilty ones could 
scarcely be convicted. 


HOW NEW ZEALAND DOES IT. 


A Settled Policy to Break up Large Es- 
fates--A Provision for British Settlement. 
It is the settled policy of the New Zealand 
Government to break up large estates. If 
the owner of an estate objects to the high 
| value put uponhis land by the assessor, 

he is allowed toname his own valuation. 
If the government thinks hia valuation too 
low it gives him the option of consenting 
to pay taxes on the Government valuation, 
or selling his land to the Government at 
his own valuation, While it thus discour- 
ages large estates, the New Zealand Goy- 
ernment encourages small holdings ina 
very positive way. A prominent example 
of this is the well-known provision for 
village settlements. The Government sets 
aside land for this purpose, and workingmen 
are encouraged to go in commupities and 
settle upon it, The Government even 
advances small sums for the purpose of 
enabling settlers to profitably occupy their 
land, and no rent is charged for the firat 
two years. Moreover, settlers are directed 
to districts where work is obtainable, 
so that they can support themselves while 
getting their farms in order, and can sap: 

lement their income from land by wages. 
Such settlements are divided into village 
allotments of not more than ap acre each, 
and homeetead allotments not exceeding 100 
acres each. The former class can be held 
under any kind of tenure desired. Home- 
atead allotments are leased only in perpet- 
nity at a four per cent, yearly rental on the 
value of the land. These villa ttlements 
have been a great succes, both in the point 
of numbers who have taken advantage of 
the provision and in the revenue afforded 
the Government, not to mention the relief 
given to congested city districts, Recent 
figures show that 22,677 acres have | been 
thus set apart, and advances of £24,625 
made by the Government to settlers, The 
social effects of these eettlements can hard- 
ly be exaggerated.

A handeto- 
hand struggle ensued between Major Nd- 
words’ small force and the vanguard of 
Makanjira’s army, in which 43 of the enemy 
were killed dead, including Makanjira’s 
chief Vizier and a number of sub-chiefaand — 
head-inen.

ABOUT PRISONS AND CRIMINALS. 


East St. Louisa has 25,000 population and 
84 policemen, who, in 1892, made 4,024 
arrests. 

The greatest number of prisonors in any 
one day in St. Louis during 1892 was on 
September 25, 176. 

The California penitentiary has ono 
risoner 98 years old, two aged 75, one 
‘4, one 73, one 72 and two 71. 

Brooklyn has 978,304 residents, 1,425 
police, and last year had 39,856 arrests, 
nearly one-half for intoxication. 

Florida has no state prison. The con- 
viots are leased and subleased to individu- 
als in various parts of the state. 

Maine has 135 convicts who are employ- 
ed in the manufacture of carriages, har- 
ness, brooms, furniture and clothing. 

In the government prison at Yuma, Ari- 
zona, there have been only four fomale 
prisoners committed during sixteen years. 

The New York state prison at Albany 
has 1,263 inmates. The expenditures of 
the institution exceed the income over 
$100,000 a year. 

Tllinois has 1,420 convicts, 86 per cent. 
of whom are under 40 years of age. Of 
the Illinois convicts only 10 per cent, are 
uneducated.

The Strike Leaders Arrested. 


Cutcaco, Jury 17.—There war a sensa- 
tional climax late this afternoon to the

as well as rank in their chosen professions, 
treat their colleagues in the line almost as 
badly as the latter treat their subalterns. 
Up toa few years ago the distinction 


between them waa such that a guard 
lieutenant had precedence over the captain 
of the line. The present Czar has changed 
this state of things somewhat, but not much, 
A major of the guards would even to-day 
raok higher than a line colonel, if there 
was sucha person. But the advancement 
of the regular army officer seldom sur- 
passes the rank of battalion chief. Men hay- 
ing attained that distinction are generally 
made ‘‘communders” of « small precinct, 
while disgraced guard officers or general 
ataff officers obtain the colonelship or 
lientenant-colonelship of the regiment to 
which they devoted their lives. Only very 
rarely doesa line officer succeed in obtain- 
ing a commission in the war academy, and 
eventually in the general staff, It should 
be mentioned, however, that the majority 
are unfitted for such advancement. The 
requirements of the officer's examination 
in the line are considerably less stringent 
than those upon which the admission to the 
Guarda’ officers’ corps are based, the aspir- 
ant’s social standing is not at all considered 
and to complete the wretchedness of the 
line officer his pay is ridiculously small and 
inadequate, especially that of the infantry 
(fficer, the lieutenant receiving not more 
than $200 per year all told. The csptain 
has a little over $300, the major $450. The 
most abject poverty prevails among them, 
and only a few of the younger officers own 
more than one uniform, which must do ser- 
vice in ordinary and on parade alike. The 
infantry frivate of the line receives in 
money $3.75 per year, including the Czar’s 
and others’ presents.

WHO WILL PAY THE BILL? 


Chicago WIL Likely ve to Foot All the 
Bills tn Connection With the Great 
Strike. 

When the bill comes in fer the great rail. 
road strike it will be found that labor will 
have to pay a very large part of it, if not 
the largest proportion. As for the immed- 
jate Chicago expenses of it, which will be 
yery enormous, it seems to be understood 
that that city will have to defray them. 
The kind of fireworks and demonstrations 
indulged in recently comes high in price, 
and provision to pay it appears to hive been 
made by the Illinois Legislature. On the 
occasion of the Haymarket riots a consider- 
able amount of property was destroyed,and 
aa the law stood then the injured parties 
could only recover from the rioters who 
caused them, A law was accordingly made 
which enacts that in any occurrences of the 
kind the city, or the county, if the riot is 
not within a city, shall be liable to an ac- 
tion for three-fourths of the damages 
caused. The railway companies whose 
property has beeninjured have already made 
claims egrlnet Chicago to recover damages 
in accordance with this law. Next year’s 
appropriation bill will have a big item in it 
on this account, which the taxpayers will 
have to make good, Part of this will fall on 
the laboring man who has savel money 
enough to buy the home in which he lives, 
His taxes willbe increased. As the fire insur- 
ance companies have given notice that they 
will not pay the losses—their‘*publicdiscrd- 
er clause relieving them from the responsibi- 
lity of doing so—the whole burden will come 
upon the municipality, As for the amount 
lost by the various parties to the struggle, 
it is plain that the workingmen themselves 
will be the greatest losera, Tho railway 
corporations have of course losta great 
deal, but they have not lost so much as 
their striking employes. ‘Ihe wage lost 
by the foolish strike, amount to ten or 
twenty thousand dollars per day for each 
of the twenty lines which have been placed 
under the banof the A. R. U. But this is far 
from being the fullextent of the damage tr 
labor interests. The affects of the striko 
have been far-reaching, and in every case 
it is labour that is hit first. A survey oe 
the whole field shows that the railroadf 
have not suffered more loss or annoyancs 
than did the men directly concerned in the 
atrike, while they Suffered far less than the 
total loss of all the wagé-earners who are 
affected by it.

The moulding board was in an- 
other room, the baking powder searched 
for in the darkest corner of a cupboard, the 
sugar was op a stoue in the parlor so ants 
should not deyour it and flour marks on each 
door handle marked the way the cook had 
pursied. Butter was in the cellar, milk 
in an ontof doorice house, the nutmegs 
and nutmeg greater far apart, eggs hunted 
forin the barn, egg beater unearthed from 
a closely packed drawer ; altogether it took 
two houre and at least 56 movements, before 
the cake was made, 

To all appearances she was a model 
housekeeper. Everything was already 
in perfect order, butit took all her time 
and energy, 80 that she neither had time 
for reading or recreation and was alwa 
tired out, Along with this woman may 
classed those who for yeara place the dishes 
tobe wipedin a narrow sink and make a 
separate journey to the dining-room with 
each plate, knife and fork because there is 
no shelf or side table near, on which the 
dried crockery may be piled; and the other 
woman who wou't have casters on her 
furniture and sweeps around a bureau all 
her life because, without a strong man 
handy, it is inipossible te get under it.

Useful Recipes. 


At this season cooking becomes a task 
and any new suggestion is therefore wel- 
come, Qld housekeepers may find nothing 
novel in the following recipes but the 
Deginners will find a helpful hint. 

Baked Roley Poley.—One quart of flour 
sifted with three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, two full tablespoonfulsa of lard, 
two cups ot milk, yolk of an ogg, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a large cup of jam, mar- 
malade, or canned (and strained) berries, 
wellaweetened, Beat the yolk light and 
stir into the milk ; chup up the shortening 
into the flour until well incorporated ; wet 
the flour with the milk into a good dough; 
roll out half an inch thick,- spread with 


the fruit and roll up closely ; pinch the 
outer edges together and lay the roll, the 
joined sidea downward, in a floured baking 
yan ; bake until browned ; wash over with 
whipped white of egg and send to table ; 
serve with hard sauce, 

Hard Sauce.—One large cup of powder- 
ed sugar, whipped to o cream with two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one great spoonful 


of currant jelly beaten in well, as much 


cinnamon as will lie on half a dime ; when 
mixed heap on @ saucer or glass dish and 


| set in a cold plage to harden. 


Prune Pie, —Set a dish of well washed, 
clean prones covered with water ip an oven 
fairly well heated and let them swell. ‘Chen 
tuke them out and remo¥e the pits, and 
take the pits and the water in which the 
prunes have sonked, and adding a little 
more, stew the pits for half an hour ; this 
liquid must be saved to pour a portion 
over the prunes when they are in the pie 
ready to buke. Tho juice and the prunes 
must be putin cold, Bake with a top and 
bottom crust. 

Broiled Hara and Baked Kggs.—A nice 
way to serve egga with broiled ham ia to 


| butter some patty tins, sprinkle with fine 


crumbs ot bread, break an egg into a saucer, 
and then without disturbing the yolk, pour

On Monday morning tho 16th of July the 
wun rono in ita fullest grandeur, and by the 
light of ita earliont raya th ploasure seok 
era, of whom your corre 
left Stirling, bound on sponding a fo 
on the watera running vorth of M 
Crow Lake was our first poiut in view, and 
neodless to may its pleasant shores were 
reached in due time, and the tiny ripple on 
the nurface acomed to welcome our approach, 

A boat was soon launched and laden, and 
ib a vory brief space of time we wore gliding 
up the pleasant lake, Dark Point, © most 
beautiful pot at the head of Crow Lake, waa 
our first resting place. Here we had dinner 
and an hour's vest; and such a dinner, No 
meal wan over cuten with groater relish, 
though its ‘‘make up” was chiefly composed 
of pork and potatoos, But our ambition 
would not rest, and ore long our boat was 
again skimming over the lovely waters of 
Blairton Bay, on whose shores the great 
iron bed in Blairton is seen, but we dare not 
linger in the many beautiful spots, We soon 
enter Crow River and after about a mile'a
